esolutions setting forth the Board's views 
elating to Section 1 of Article XV, of tbe 
o-oallerl "New State Constitution," pro- 
mulgated by the 'State Board of Trade. 
?he President appointed Messrs. Thoa. 
Warburton, C. L. Deady and John Rey- 
iolds as such committee. In due time tho 
:ommitteo presented their report, which 
was read by the Secretary of the Board, 
'ollowing is the report:
